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Until quite recently scarce a doubt was en- 
tertained that Texas would accept the dill 
whenever its Legislature should meet. But 
later indications cast a shadow, at least, upon 
this faith. Some of the jeading papers of the 

State are earnestly advocating the rejection 
of the bill and the repudiation of alarge part of 
the debts for which it provides means of set- 
tlement. ‘We are not yet prepared however, 
to believe that Texas will yield to such dis- 
honorable councils as these, and so affix an 
indelible stain upon her fair fame, most disas- 
trous to her futare, and which even an unpar- 
alleled prosperity could never wash out. Re- 
pudiation surely will not be sustained at the 
ballot box, to which tribunal it now appears 
the question will be referred. A few political 
tricksters or unscrupulous specdlators may 
be willing to involve the State in such dis- 
grace ; but the masses of the people, never ! 
With the examples of Arkansas and Missis- 
sippi before them, Texas, with hes extended 
territory, imcomparable resources rarely 
equaled—resources which need a great net- 
work of railroads for their developmeat— 
Texas, which needs so much foreign capital 
to stimulate her immigration, build her towns 
and cities, and make available her unsurpassed 
but crude sources of wealth, will scarcely be 
willing to carry her repudiated bonds in her 
hands es certificates of character and‘ guar- 
antees of credit, to be exhibited to the capital- 
ists whose money will be thus indispensable 
to her highest prosperity. 

But the repudiators will not ‘hope to éuc- 
ceed by their own unaided strength... They 
will seek to unite with them such well-mean- 
ing men as they can seduce into opposition to 
the bill under various. specious pretexts. 
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the debt for which the Republic of Texas had 
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sciences, for giving Texas a million of dol- 
lars more, which they could not agree to ex- 
cept under cover of some such pretext as this: 
If Texas rejects the bill now before her, in the 
expectation that she will ever get. the “In- 
dian” claim, she will, be guilty of an att of 
greatest folly. 

Nor will Texas, if she rejects the pending 
bill, ever find Congress willing to do as well 
again. This must be apparent. At the last 
session, the Executive and both Houses of 
Congress were favorably inclined towards 
Texas—more so than can be expected of any 
future one, if she treats with disdain the lib- 
erality of that recently expired. Seven and 
three-quarter millions were voted to Texas 
when the Treasury was overflowing. The 
day is far distant when the Treasury. will 
again be’ able to meet such drafts; aad ex- 
perience ought to teach that upon a full Treas- 


ury alone is it possible for such a claim as 


that of the creditors of Texas to be allowed. 
The people of the Lone Star State will do 
well to end this controversy now, upon the 
plan offered for her consideration. Let them 
be assured that it will be the part of economy 
and of wisdom, will give an impulse to the 
energies of the State, establish confidence in 
her integrity, and thus insure her the most 
valuable element of prosperity. .

In France, 
8010 rise was not at all unusual, and every pri- 
vate soldier who fought under Naro.zon, 
knew that if he behaved well, and fought 
bravely, he had a fair. chance, not only of ob- 
taining the Cross of the Legion of Honor, but 
actual promotion on the’ field; with the rea- 
sopable prospect, if life were spared and con- 
duct continued good, of one day grasping in 
his hand the baton of a Marshal of France. 
‘Who can wonder at. the great deeds, under 
such excitement of ambition, as the French 
aymy performied during tlhe twenty years of 
their service under Naro:zox ! 

Lord Patmsrston maintained, in the debate 
on -Major Reep’s motion, that because, in 
spite of an_ evil system, the British army had 
fought well, there were no grounds for chang- 
ing that system. “Promotion by purchase,” 
said he, “may be indispensable in the ab- 
stract, but it has been rooted for generations 
in the military organization of England, and 
eannot now be superseded without much ex- 
pense and disturbance, especially as it offers 
many counterbalancing advantages in practi- 
cal working.” The motion, thus opposed by 
the Premier, was lost. 

But the arguments brought forward against 
the system are not lost. Such @system'(as 
was trnly remarked by one of the debaters,) 
would be stigmatized “as simonyin the 
Church, corruption in the Government, and 
venality on the Bench.” It is not permitted 
im any bat the Military organization ; not in 
the Navy, not in the Marines, not in the Ord- 
nance Department ; simply and solely in the 
army. But Paruersron, as a contemner of 
inniovation, even when it becomes reform, 
Will not change the evil system. His lordship 
is certainly not a progress-man. Improve- 
ment and himself appear greatly at variance.
